WEEKLY HEALTH REPORT 
_ NATURE OF THE DATA 


The data presented here are taken from the Statistical Health Reports, 
Form 86ab, rendered weekly to the Office of The Surgeon General by every 
‘hospital and separate dispensary in the continental United States. Troops 
in transit and certain small detachments are not required tosubmit reports; 
for this and other reasons, total strength of reporting units has been con- 
sistently about 1 percent below the actual strength of the Army in this coun- 
try. The mean strength shown for individual stations is that of Army person- 
nel attached or assigned for medical care and does not include organizations 
not on the post but dependent on the station for hospitalization. 


Because of the desirability of placing the information in circulation 

-at the earliest possible time following its receipt, figures are in general 

_ shown herein as reported. Where there is some doubt as to the accuracy of 

the reported figures, their verification is requested, and the fact that 
they have been so questioned is indicated by’the symbol (!). 


MORBIDITY DATA 


Admissions are reported only for cases hospitalized or confined to 
quarters and excused from duty for 24 hours: or longer, except for certain 
cases carded for record only (chiefly venereal disease cases treated ona 
duty status, and deaths which occurred before admission tohospital or quar- 
ters). Admissions designated as "injury" comprise all traumatisms other than 
battle casualties (i.e., morbid conditions due toexternal causes, including 
poisons taken internally, results of exposure to heat, cold and light, and 
reactions to medications as well as various types of wounds not due to enemy 
action). Under present conditions there would not be any direct admissions 
in the continental United States properly classifiable as battle casualties. 
All cases other than those of injury or battle casualty are classified as 
"disease." It may be noted that under. the term infectious hepatitis are 
included cases reported as jaundice and cholangitis. 


Admission rates are shown for all causes combined, for all diseases 
combined, for injuries and for a few specific diseases. These rates are 
-presented on an annual basis to facilitate comparisons with corresponding 
rates in annual andmonthly reports. Such annual rates of admission indicate 
the number of admissions per thousand mean strength which would occur over 
‘a year’s time if the current week’s experience continued for a year. 


The report also shows the number of cases of the more common communi- 
cable and certain other diseases of special interest. Appended is alist of 
cases reported for the rarer communicable and certain other diseases. 


The average proportion of the daily strength of the command which is 
confined to hospital or quarters (mean number of non-effectives per thousand 
strength) is given in the summary table for the total United States and for 
each of the Service Commands. This ratio may not be significant when the 
strength of aCommand is changing markedly or when aCommand has a relatively 
large number of General Hospitals. 


The number of enlisted men discharged during the week on Certificates 
of. Disability for Discharge (CDD) are shown for individual stations. These 
data should be distinguished from the figures for “honorable discharges for 
physical and mental disqualification" assembled by The Adjutant General’s 
Office; the latter include discharges for inaptness in addition toCDD’s and 
are tabulated on asomewhat different basis (e.g., the April data represent 
April discharges processed by the AGO during April and May plus discharges 
prior to April which were processed in May). 


In making comparisons between Service Commands it should be bome in 
mind that morbidity rates naturally tend to be higher in those Service 
Commands which have a relatively large.number of General Hospitals and Ports 
of Embarkation. The presence of sizeable numbers of troops not ‘under the 
jurisdiction of a Service Command (e.g. casuals, task force troops, etc.) 
affects the. interpretation of the data from the viewpoint of Command respon- 
sibility. 


MORTALITY .DATA 


Recent studies indicate that the reporting of deaths on Forms 86ab is 
incomplete, especially in the case of deaths from injury. The resulting 
understatement in the mortality rate from injury may be as much as 15 per- 
cent and occasionally even more, but the death rate from disease is not 
materially understated. Therefore incomputing mortality rates from injury 
and from all causes on the basis of the corresponding numbers of deaths, as 
shown in this report, an SERFeprs ate adjustment fdr the underreporting of 
such deaths must be made. 


STATIONS WITH HIGHEST MORBIDITY RATES 


Included inthe report is atable listing the stations (having strength 
of 5000 or over) with the highest morbidity rates fromallcauses, from all 
diseases combined, from injuries, and from a few specific diseases. Not 
infrequently, the excessively high rates of admission for all causes and for 
all diseases combined reported from reception centers reflect a large number 
of venereal disease cases amongnewly inducted men. Therefore, more signi- 
ficant of high morbidity from disease are the rates of admission for disease 
excluding venereal infections existing prior to induction, which rates are 
also shown in the table. 


EXPLANATORY MATTER 


In reading the detail tables, it should be borne inmind that admission | 
rates based on small numbers of cases. are not reliable. For this reason the 
symbol (?) is placed after admission rates computed on the basis of 5 or 
fewer cases. 


Where the current week’s data for a particular station have not been 
received, the latest available figures are substituted therefor and the 
symbol (#) is placed after the name of the station. 
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{CURRENT MORBIDITY IN THE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
JAll Causes: Disease and Injury: 

During. the week ending 8 December 1944 the ad- 
jmission rate from all causes increased by 7 percent 
jto 612 per year per thousand strength, which is the 
thighest rate recorded since the week ending 19 May. 
jThe current week's morbidity is nonetheless over 
percent lower than during the corresponding week of 
1943 when an outbreak of common respiretory infections 
jwas nearing its peak. Morbidity from disease, like- 
wise, increased 6 percent during the current week to 
553 per thousand strength. ; 


~The admission rate from injury increased from the 
fvery low rate of 53 per thousand for the previous week 
jto 59 per thousand for the current week. The present 
jexperience is not strictly comparable with rates re- 
‘}ported prior to October since this reflects in large 
}part compliance with the recently issued directive 
which provided that injuries existing prior to entry 
jinto active service and readmitted cases should be re- 
feorded under "disease" rather than under “injury; " 
‘Ypreviously they had been reported as “injuries. " 


Respiratory Causes: 

} Morbidity from colds, influenza, etc. again in- 
jcreased by about 15 percent to 121 per thousend, which 
fis the highest admission rate from these causes regis- 
ftered since the week ending 13 May. The current ex- 
Werience continues the pronounced seasonal rise in 
foorbidity from colds, influenza, etc., which first 
fOecame evident the previous week. Because during this 
period of 1943 there was a sharp outbreak of upper 
respiratory infections, the current week's admission 
Pate from colds, influenza, etc. is about 75 percent 
lower than for the corresponding week of 193, 


- The admission rate from pneumonia increased to 
flO ver thousand. Morbidity from this cause is about

Common Communicable Diseases: 


RESTRICTED 


35 percent below that for the corresponding week of 
1943, 


Morbidity from venereal diseases, excluding cases 
contracted prior to entry into active service, remained 
at 39 per thousand, which is about 5 percent under the 
record high rate registered for this year (during the 
weeks ending 24 November and 27 October). 


Morbidity from diarrhea and dysentery decreased 
slightly to 7 per thousand. The number of new cases of 
meningitis decreased to 13, which is about the average | 
weekly number during recent months. The number of new 
cases of rheumtic fever was reported at 88, the high- 
est number reported in any week since the week ending 
ll August. 


VARIATIONS IN MORBIDITY BY SERVICE COMMAND 
All Causes: Disease and Injury: 

The admission rates from disease increased in all 
Service Commands except the Second and Ninth, where 
fractionel decreases were recorded. The largest in- 
creases (10 percent or more) were reported by the 
Fourth, Sixth, and Eighth Service Commands. 


The Second and Third Service Commands reported the 
highest morbidity from all causes (about 715 per 
thousand) and from disease (about 670 per thousand). 
The lowest morbidity from all causes (577 per thousand) 
and from disease (518 per thousand) continued to de 
registered in the Bighth Service Command, closely fol- 
lowed by the Seventh and Ninth Service Commands. 


The admission rete from injury increased sharply 
in the Second, Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Service Com- 
mands, with a decrease being recorded only in the First]. 


Service Command, which had had an unusually high rate 
the previous week. The Fourth Service Command reported

the highest admission rate (73 per thousand), and in 
fact was the only one to report ma@ bidity in excess 
of 60 per thousand. 


Respiratory Causes: 


The admission rete from colds, influenza, etc. 
increased in all Service Commands except the Second 
and Seventh, where morbidity remained about the same 
as for the preceding week. Increases in the admission 
rate of 20 percent or more were reported by the First, 
Sixth, and Eighth Service Commands. 


The Sixth Service Commend reported the highest 
morbidity from colds, influenza, etc, (178 per 
thousand), while the lowest admission rate was re- 
corded in the Fourth Service Command (104 per 
thousand). The majority of the Service Commands re- 
ported rates of between 120 and 130 per thousand, 


Morbidity from pneumonia showed marked increases 
in the First and Fifth Service Commands. Nevertheless, 
jthe Sixth Service Command, with a rate of 17 per 
thousand, continued to report the highest morbidity 
from this cause. 


Common Communicable Diseases: 

cases remained about the same in most Service Com- 

mands. The Fifth Service Command continued to re- 

port the highest ma bidity from these causes (61 per 
|thousand), followed by the Second and Third Service 

Commands with rates of about 55 per thousand. 


More than half of the new cases of rheumatic 
fever were reported in the Ninth Service Command (37 
out of the 49 cases in this Command were reported by 
|Sante Ana AAB). The number of new cases of mumps de- 
{creased sharply in the First and Fourth Service Com’. 
|jmands from the relatively high number reported in the 
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previous week, 


NON-EFFECTIVE RATE: 

The non-effective rate increased for the twenty- 
first consecutive week to 54.0 per thousand; this is 
the highest rate recorded during this war. More than 
25 percent of the current non-effective rate arises 
from days of treatment for cases evacuated from over- 
seas theaters. The non-effective rate for personnel 
stationed in this country is estimated to be lower than 


in 1943. 


PATIENTS REMAINING UNDER TREATMENT: 8 December 1944: 

The number of neuropsychiatric cases remaining was 
reported at 20,660 or about the same as at the end of 
the previous week. The number of non-battle injury 
patients remaining was again reported at about 29,200. 
The number of battle casualty patients remaining in- 
creased by about 1300 to number 31,255. 


CERTIFICaTsS OF DISABILITY FOR DISCHARGE: 

‘During the week ending 8 December there were 4, hou 
enlisted men Cischarged by CDD or about 100 less than 
the previous week. About 50 percent of these dis- 
charges were reported by General Hospitals. Included 
among the 4,404 CDD's were 1,549 neuropsychiatric cases

1944 the annual admission rate from all causes among

The two largest stations, Fort Oglethorpe and Fort 
Des Moines (which account for about 4O percent of the | 
total strength of the 40 selected stations), experi- 
enced about the same morbidity as the other stations in 
October. 


Morbidity from colds, influenza, etc. among the 
JAC decreased from 210 per thousand in October to 176 
per thousand in November. However, the November rate 
was almost double the corresponding rate for the total 
Morbidity from 
these causes exceeded 400 per thousand at Fort Belvoir | 
and Fort Jackson. 


Morbidity from diarrhea and dysentery emong the 
WAC was reported at 15 per thousand in contrast with a 
rate of about § per thousand for the total Army. — 
During recent months the WAC has continued to eee 
ence notably higher ma bidity from these causes than 
the total Army. The relatively high rate for the WAC 
in October reflects a scattered number of cases at ‘ 
several stations. For the first time in recent months, 
Fort Oglethorpe did not report unusually high morbidity 
from these causes and in fact reported no cases at all. 
Morbidity from other communicable diseases shown in the} 
following tables was at a low level. 


In November neuropsychiatric disorders among the 
WAC were responsible for an annual admission rate of 37] 
per thousand or somewhat higher than in October when 
the lowest rate for recent months was reported. The 
morbidity experience from these causes among the WAC

|the total Army although in previous months the reverse 
was the case; this higher recent experience for the 
total Army is chiefly the result of the effects of WD 
Circular 370, 12 September 1944, which provided that 
jenlisted men not meeting the minimum standards for in- 
jduction for whom suitable assignments were not availa- 
Ible could be discharged. 


The number of CDD's at the 40 selected stations 
during November averaged 23 per week or about the same 
jas during recent months. 


| As of 24 November there were 672 WAC patients 
remaining in hospital and quarters at the 40 selected 
|stations. In addition to the 596 WAC's remaining in 
hospital at the selected stations there were 531 WAC's 
occupying beds in General Hospitals (exclusive of 
Walter Reed, Army and Navy, and Madigan which are 
among the selected stations). The number of WAC's 
occuvying beds at Station and Regional Hospitals, ex- 
clusive of the 40 selected stations, was 991. Thus, 
|the total number of WAC's occupying hospital beds as 
of the end of November was about 2100 or about 10 
percent lower than the corresponding figure for the 
Jend of October. 


The number of WAC's occupying hospital beds as 
of the end of November represented e rate of 28 per 
thousand strength of the WAC in the continental United 
States or slightly lower than in October but about the 
same as during July to September. For the total Army 
in the continental United States the corresponding 
figure is in the neighborhood of 30 per thousand when 
evacuees from overseas are excluded, Thus, whereas 
the overall admission rate for WAC personnel is about 
150 percent higher than that for the Army as a4 whole,

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During the four week period ending 24 November 1944 
the admission rate from all causes among prisoners of 
| War was 588 per year per thousand strength or about 5 
percent higher than the November rate for U.S. troops 
in the continental United States (see chart on page 
31). The admission rate from all diseases combined 
for prisoners of war was 492 per thousand or about the 
same as for U.S. troops while the admission rate from 
injury was 96 per thousand or about 60 percent higher 
than for U.S. troops. 


Morbidity from disease among prisoners of war during 
November was only about 2 percent higher than during 
| October. Morbidity from injury decreased by almost 10 
percent and was at the lowest level reported since the 
early months of 1944. 


Over 95 percent of the total strength of the pri- 
soners of war in the continental United States (as 
reported by The Provost Marshal General) is included 
in the reports received in the Office of The Surgeon 
General. The strength not reported represents largely 
prisoners in penal and medical institutions and those 
jen route from ports of debarkation to prisoners of war 
camps for whom no reports are required to be submitted. 
It should be noted furthermore that the strength 
|figures shown in the following tables are the mean 
strengths for the period indicated and not the 
| strengths as of the end of the period. 


Italian Service Units continued to experience con- 
siderably higher morbidity than Italian prisoners and 
somewhat higher than German prisoners (see chart on 
|page 32). Morbidity among the relatively small number

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so far this year. Italian Service Units reported a 
rate of 131 per thousand, the highest registered this 
year, reflecting the almost continually increasing 
trend in the injury rate for such personnel. Italian 
prisoners of war again reported an extremely low rate 
of admission from injury. . 


Morbidity from colds, influenza, etc. among pri- 
soners of war increased sharply from 68 per thousand 
for October to 94 per thousand for November. Never—. 
theless, the admission rate for these causes among 
prisoners of war continueson about the same level as _ 


months that the morbidity experience from respiratory 
causes among prisoners of war has not been more favor- 
able than for U.S. troops. Morbidity from these 
causes was highest for German prisoners (97 per thou- 
sand), followed by Italian Service Units(84 per thou- | 
sand), with Italian prisoners being the lowest (49 per | 
thousand). 


During November morbidity from malaria, represent— 
ing predominantly cases presumably acquired outside of 
this country, decreased to 15 per thousand, which is 
about 80 percent below the peak rate registered in 
April. Only 2 cases were reported as having been pre- 
sumably acquired in this country, reflecting the anti- 
cipated seasonal downward trend, 


The November admission rate for diarrhea and dysen- 


October and is somewhat higher than the level for U.S. 
troops in this country during Novenber. In November 
there were reported only 6 new cases of diphtheria as 
contrasted with 20 new cases during October. There 
were 58 new cases of jaundice in November as con- 
trasted with 48 in October, both being relatively high 
as compared with previous months. 
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In addition there were reported 16 new cases of 
paratyphoid fever, all at Camp Livingston, La., which 
j during the previous month had reported 25 such cases. 
New cases of the other communicable diseases con= 
sidered in the following tables were relatively few. 


The camps reporting the highest morbidity from dis- 
ease were Fort John Custis, Va. (G), Camp Gordon 
Johnston, Fla. (G), Camp Breckinridge, Ky. (G), Camp 
Cooke, Calif. (G), Ogden ASF Depot, Utah (G), Camp 
White, Oreg. (G), and Imperial Dam, Ariz. (ISU), all 
of which had rates of 1500 per thousand or more. In 
| most instances the relatively high morbidity of these 
camps was the result of high admissions from res- 
piratory causes.
